From the Farmer’s Advocate: 

For several! months a great deal has 
peen said in the press and elsewhere 
regarding the limber ccmbine of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and th? high oricos for 
lumber and ‘shingles which have pre- 
valied throughout Menitob2 and the 
Territories during the past few years. 

On the Gaée hand, we bhav2 been told 
by the manufa2ct at the Coast 
that no combine existed, that prevail- 

g- prices at the mills were unremun- 
erative, and thac the figures which ap- 
peared high to comsumers were only 
s2 because the railway company (C.P. 
i.) was disposed to collect exorbitant 
transportation rites. “Un tne other 
hand, the response of the railway com- 
gany was to the effect that freight 
charges were on the lowest faying 
basis, <hat the reason for high prices 
was the ex'istenc2 of a lumber com- 
bine, and that unless orices for the 
common Prades of lumber in B.C. were 
lowered so that settlers would be al 
lowed to erect buildings and build up 
the country, they, the Ca@.R., _ weutd 
themselves preceedto-establish mills on 
the wast side of the Rockies. 

Some time previous to this announc>- 
ment, it wf be remembered that the 
B. C. lumbermen signified their inten- 
tion of approaching ihe Dominion Gov- 
ernment, to ask for an increased duty 
on lumber. coming from the United 
States, claiming ‘hat the millmen cf 
tke latter country, owing to more ad

“Farmer Advceste,” on behalf of the

ty found the Manitoba market. slipp- 
ang from their grasp, as it went to

* gel at reagonabie figures. It is also 
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thousand, and yet the freight rate re- 
mains the same as tefore. A thousand 
seet of lumber usually weighs from 2,- 
700 to 3,300 pounds, which at forty 
cents per hundred, (in House of Com- 
mons the Coast members are reported 
aS saying the rate is 56 to 55c.) from 
the Coast to Winnipeg, places the ev- 
erage freight charges on a 

feet of lumber at $12.00, while the total 
selling price may not be more than 
$18.00, leaving $6.90 to be divided be- 
tween the manufacturers and the deal- 
¢r. Who then shall we say is getting 
the cream from the lumber industry? 
We find the N.P.R. and the G.N.R. both 
oring lumber from Washington to Win- 
nipeg, several hund:ed miles more than 
the C.P.R. haul, for 40 cents per hun- 
ded - pounds. 

If lowering in freight charges, there- 
fore, by this great Canadian transpor- 
tation ccmpany were to take place, it 
would not b2 anything more than the 
situation dernands. Evén with the re- 
duction which has already taken place 
in the price of B. C. lumber in Winni- 
peg, the Washington mills are still 
able to place immense quantities, and 
the probability is that even better pric- 
es may be quoted before the summer 
is over. These reduced prices, howev- 
er, Cannot be expected to continue for 
any length of time, or become perman- 
ent, especiaily on fir lumber, uhless a 
reduction in the freight rate takes 
place. Pd 

A special plea for higher duties on 
lumber has been, made at Ottawa by 
the B. ©. millmen, and t> make it More 
effective and to gain sympathy for 
their cause, reports continue to come 
frem the Coast that mills are about to 
shut down. This is but « repetition 
of the old and badly-worn biuff, of the 
manufaciurers, who, when Ligher dut- 
les are desired, begin to threaten -to 
elese the mills. A close investigation 
cf -he situation reveals the fact that 
expe;t TJumbermen who are financiers, 
see -noney in B. C. lumber manufac- 
turizg even at present, when some 
would have us believe there is a ser- 
ious depression and that hope for the 
future of the lumberman’s interest is 
almost lost. A very large mill is about 
to be erected at Nelson, B.C., ani mills 
clsewhere in that Province are hand!- 
ing their first cut. © 

While it.is gratifying to the farmers 
to know that the lumber combine {s 
practically broken, there is also satis- 
faction in knowing that the shingle 
combine has had to collapse. The ef- 
fect of this was first felt in, Winni- 
p2g avout three weeks %go, when, as 
the result of information to the effect 
from B. C. manufacturers, the price in- 
Stantly dropped thirty cents per thous- 


and. Simultaneously with this came 
the announcement in a B.C. dally 


that the shingie manufacturers in that 
Province were pleased to learn that 
Washington shingle mills were about 
to shut down. A prominent jJumber- 
man, who has remained outside of the 
combine, said a short time ago that 
he was satisfied the vigcrous editorials 
which have been published in the ‘‘Far- 
mer’s Advocate” contributed very large- 
ly to the breaking of the combine and 
the general. improvement of the eitua- 
tion from the farmer’s standpoint. 

While the situation shows improve- 
ment, we are of the opinion that it is 
temporarily 59, unless farmers 
continue on ths watch, and tke ever 
sy to protect their owa intercsts. 
Meanwhile, they may rést essured that 
the policy of the ‘“Farmer’s Advocate” 
will remain the same, and when vwe

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, exeepting & 
and 16, wh'‘ch has not been home- 
-teaced, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other’ pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less 

ENTRY.—-Entry may be. made per- 
sonally at the local land office for 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Wianipeg, or the local agent 


for the, district in which the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 


of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
eniry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominien Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 


with, under one of the following 
plans: % 
(1) At least six months’ residence 


upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of fhree 
years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
uncer the provisions of this Act. re- 
side wnon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
is a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person siding with the father 
or mother.

Increased Wheat Acreage | DIED FROM HIS INJURIES | J. Brune ie 


in Canada 


Minreapolis Journal of May 17th. 

Reports from’ all parts of western 
Canada indicate that there will be a 
very large increase in the area sown 
to wheat this spring. The acreage in 
Manitoba will be about 2,800,000 and 
in the Territories more than a mil- 
lion. At the average yield of wheat 
in western Canada, this acreage indi- 
entes a yield of about 75,000,000 
bushels. If the crop should prove to 
be a bumper, such as that of 1901, the 
total yield will press clese on 100,- 
000,009 bushels, or about 40,000,000 bus. 
more than last year. 

Western Canada seems to be fulfill- 
ing the prophecies that have been 
made regarding its _possibilities in 
wheat production. When a region 
hat has scarcely more than three- 
quarters of a million population, is 


producing nearly 100,000,690 bushels of | neuring completion in the 


wheat a year, one begins to wonder 
what will happen when the popula- 
jon is several times as large anc the 
wheat acreage ten or twelve millions. 

While western Canada goes on in- 
creasing its wheat production, the 
spring wheat states seem _ to have 
passed their maximum. It therefore 
seems certain that ere long the larger 
part of the spring wheat produced on 
this continent will come from west- 
ern Canada. Wheat is to be’ king 
there. His kingdom is a shifting one. 
Long has he ruied in these north- 
western states, but usurpers more in 
favor with the people are coming in, 
and the old king has found a new do- 
main in western Canada.
